KANGE OF THE FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 


It would Eccui ut first sight that 110 


barriers could limit the range of birds, and 
that they ought to be the most ubiquitous 
of living things. This, however, is far from 
being the case; many groups of birds are 
almost as strictly limited by barriers us the 
mammalia. The petrels mid the gulls aro 
uinong tho greatest wanderers; but most of 
the species aro confined to ono or other of 
the great ocoana, or to the Arctic or Antarc- 
tic seas. The sandpipers and plovers wander 
along the shores ns far as do tho petrels 
over tho oceau. 
Great numbers of them 


brood iu the Arctic regions and migrate as 
far as India nnd Australia, or down to Chili 
nnd Brazil; the species of tho Old and New 
Worlds, however, bting generally distinct. 
In striking contrast to these wido ranges we 
find many of tho smaller perching birds, 
with some of the parrots and pigeons, con- 
fined to small islands of a few square miles 
iu extent, or to single valley., or mountains 
on the maiulnud. Those groups of birds

They consist chiefly of migratory birds 
which in autumn return along the eastern 
coast of the United Status, and often fly 
from point to point across bays and inlets. 
They nro then, liable to be blown out lo sea 
by storms: and it is almost always nt this 
time of the year that their occurrence has 
been noted on tho shores of Europe. 
Birds 


whicb frequent forests aud thickets aro 
secure froni such accidents, nud aro restrict- 
ed in their range by tho extent of the 
forests they inhabit. 
Mountain chains, and 


even largo rivers like tho Amazon, limit the 
range of many birds. —[S. H. Connnt, iu 
Harper's Magazine for March.
